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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Please refer back to the Final Office Action for 
the explanation regarding the limitation "a prediction nnodule that provides predictions for a value of each of the plurality of pixels". In 
addition, the Applicant argues (on page 8) there is nnotivation to combine Wakitani to Sambonsugi. Wakitani clearly indicates by 
providing the prediction values for pixels would able to predict the motion values of each pixel and use them for motion mapping to 
predict the motion of the tracking object in the image sequence (column 14, lines 13-40). If the Applicant feel that his invention is 
different from the Wakitani teaching, then the Applicant must clearly (specific language) show the differences such as different ways
